- LIMIT USE OF SUGAR 


Must Use No More Than Two Pounds 
Per Person a Month if the Present 
Meagre Allied Sugar Ration 
Is Maintained. 


Stocks Will Be Short Until Beginning of New 
Year—-Ration May Be Enlarged Then. 


Two pounds of sugar a month—half 
a pound a week—that la the sugar ra­ 
tion the TJ. S. Food 
Administration 
has asked every American to observe 
until January 1, 1910, In order to make 
sure there shall be enough for our 
Army and Navy, for the Allied armies 
and for the civilians of those nations. 


By New Year's the world sugar sit­ 
uation will be relieved somewhat by 
the new crop. 
Cuban sugar of this 
year's crop will be arriving In this 
country. 


Every available sugar source will be 
drawn on by the Food Administration 
during the next winter months to main­ 
tain sufficient stocks here to keep up 
cur national sugar supply. During Oc­ 
tober the first American beet sugar 
will arrive In the markets. 
By the 
middle of November some of our Lou­ 
isiana cane crop will be available. All 
•f this sugar and more may be needed 
to keep this nation supplied on a re­ 
duced ration and to safeguard the Al­ 
lied sugar ration from Still further 


reduction. 
In Europe the present ra­ 
tion is already reduced to a minimum. 
Our Situation. 


The 
situation 
which 
the 
United 
States faces In Its efforts to maintain 
a fair distribution of sugar to the Al­ 
lied world Is as follows: 


Sugar supplies throughout the coun. 
try, In homes, stores, factories and 
bakeries are at a low ebb. We must 
make increased sugar shipments to the 
Allies. 


Production of American beet and 
Louisiana cane crops have been disap­ 
pointing. 


Porto Rico crops have been cur­ 
tailed. 


Immense sugar stocks In Java can­ 
not be reached on account of the ship­ 
ping shortage; ships are needed for 
troop movements and munitions. 


Army and Navy sugar requirements 
have Increased as well as those from 
the Allies. 


Most Industries using sugar have had 
their allotment reduced by one-half; 
some will receive no sugar. 


Households should make every ef­ 
fort to preserve the fruit crop without 
sugar, or with small amounts of sugar. 
Later, when the sugar supply is larg­ 
er, the canned fruit may be sweetened 
as it is used.

MERICAN families would have less sugar than the 
people of war torn France, if we depended entirely 
on our home-grown sugar stocks. 


Approximately 75 per cent, of our sugar is shipped 
to our shores. We produce about 1,000,000 tons of sugar 
a year. Our imports from abroad amount to over 3,000,- 
000 tons a year in normal times. 


The United States Food Administration asks each 
family to limit its use of sugar to two pounds per month 
per person for household use. The military situation de­ 
mands that every available ship be placed at the disposal 
of the Army or Navy. 
When we save sugar, we save 
shipping. 


French SugarlMb Desired 


France must Import sugar today, 
most of It from this side of the ocean, 
because the largest portion of French 
near beet land is In German bands. 
Aa a result, the French people have 
been placed on a sugar ration of about 
18 pounds a year for domestic use; 
a pound and a half a month. 
This 
photograph rbows bow the German 


troops destroyed French sugar mills. 
Thanks to the French rationing sys­ 
tem the annual consumption has been 
cut to 600,000,tons, according to re­ 
ports reaching the United Slates Food 
Administration. Before the war France 
had an average sugar crop of about 
750,000 tons of sugar and bad some 
left over for export.

Canning Fruit Without 
The Use of Sugar 


(By 
\V. 
J . 
CHICKS, State Agricultural 
Experiment Station.) 


When fruit is canne<1 in the ordin­ 


ary 
way, it is surrounded in the can 
with a liquid consisting of water, su­ 


gar, 
and tho juice of the fruit. 
The 
amount of sugar depends on the acidity 


of the fruit and the tnste of the con­ 
sumer. It may, in many cases, be omit­ 


ted in whole or in part, especially if 
care is taken in diminishing tho amount 


of -water as much as possible. The fol­ 
lowing method is recommended. 


The 
fruit is sorted, washed, peeled, 
pitted, or otherwise prepared as in 
ordinary home canning. 
It is then 
placed in a pot on the stove with a 
little water to prevent scorching. The 
amount of water added will vary -with 
the fruit to be canned; firm fruits re­ 
quiring more than berries or soft fruits. 
Heat slowly to boiling, stirring occa­ 
sionally to prevent sticking and scorch­ 
ing. 
Allow to simmer until the fruit 
has exuded sufficient juice to cover it. 
For 
berries and very soft fruits, tfce 
time of Dolling will be about three to 
five minutes and for firm fruits, about 
five t ten minutes. While the fruit is 
being prepared, heat jars, rubbers, and 
covers in boiling water. A large dish- 
pan 
i s convenient for tihs purpose. 
Ladle the hot fruit through a funnel 
into the hot jars and add enough of 
the hot juice to cover the fruit and to 
fill the jars completely. Any juice that 
is left over may be used with the next 
lot 
of fresh fruit instead of water. 
Place the rubbers and caps on the pars 
in position, but do not screw or clamp 
down tight. 
Leave the caps on the 
jars loose enough for tho escape of 
steam during the sterilization process 
Place the jars on a false wooden or 
wire screen bottom in a wash boiler or 
large pot containing enough water to 
rise to about one-half or two-thirds 
the 
height of the jars. Place the lid 
on the boiler and heat the water to 
boiling. 
After the water bolls, con 
tinue the heating for twenty minutes 
for 
most fruits. Pears, apricots, and 
clingstone peaches require twenty-five 
to thirty minutes unless very ripe. Re 
move the jars and tighten the caps 
while the fruit is still boiling hot. Wax 
top cans may be used in the same way 
if the wax is not applied until the cans 
are 
taken from the 
sterilizer 
after 
sterilization.

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BEE MEN ORGANIZE TO IMPROVE

It is not generally known, except in strictly trade circles, that California is 
producing this year $3,000,000 -worth of honey, or that tho output will bo 1000 
cars of 20,000 pounds capacity. • California is often first in production of honey, 
of the states of the Union, and is always one of tho first three states. 
Now 
York and Texas strive each year with our own state for supremacy in tonnage 
and money returns. 
It was tho United States Bureau of Markets which re­ 
cently gave the carefully estimated figures of 1000 cars of honey for California 
this year, and this official organization is working in conjunction with the 
bee man, ns it works in conjunction with all the produce exchanges. 
State 
Market Director Weinstock is also lending his aid, and will appoint a state 
official to work with the bee men's organization. 
Tho United States Bureau 
of Markets has recently opened new oflices in the terminal building. 


Editor J. D. Bixby, Sr., of Covina, whoso publication, tho Western Honey Bee, 
is the official organ of the honey raisers of the states, brings out in some of his 
articles, interesting information concerning, the growth and organization of 
this very important business. 
Incidentally, Mr. Bixby is one of the men of 
first importance in the honey marketing exchanges of th"e~sintc. 


It is interesting to note that the honey rniscrs have only recently organized 
what is to be known as the California Honey Producers Co-oporativo Exchange, 
with Mr. Bixby as the temporary president, pending the first annual meeting 
to bo held next March, 
The secretary is M. C Eichtcr of ModcBto, and the 
directors are William Gunterman, Imperial county; Charles Justice, San Diego 
county; J. D. Bixby, Los Angeles county; W. A. Trickey, Inyo county, and 
Oliver Parks, Yolo county. 
Tho general manager is A. B. Massey of Fresno, 
who is now moving his residence to Los Angeles, whore the exchange has oponed 
a suite of offices in the wholesale terminal building. 


County exchanges, or sub-exchanges, are being organized, ns for instance, 
that of Los Angeles county, of which Mr. Bixby is president, the other directors 
being Charles M. Van Dusen of Pomona; C. L. Main of Pucntc, Charles D. An­ 
drews of Long Beach and A. C. Bussell of Long Beach. 
The membership 
throughout tho state is a little better than 500, which President Bixby says 
includes more than half of tho commercial honey producers of the state. 


The business of tho California Honey Producers Co-operative Exchange is 
almost exactly similar to that of the California Fruit Growers' Exchange, 
which handles oranges and lemons, and also resembles the California Walnut 
Growers Exchange. 
Tho honey raisers are among the last to organize in this 
fashion, which is an interesting fact when one contemplates that practically 
all produce in the state is handled under the co-operative system. 
Tho honey 
•aisera will standardize all products, shipping under brands representing various 
grades. 
They will advertise those brands, as the other organizations have 
advertised the Sunkist brand of oranges and the Diamond brand of walnuts. 
Better honey and -wider markets are tho aims. 


The honey market is in s peculiar situation this year, on account of the 
almost hysterical demand for honey in Europe, especially in Italy. 
The sugar 
ahortago in Europe is so very serious that honey products meet with instant 
sale at hitherto unheard of prices. 
When beet and cane sugar is selling in 
Italy for 75 cents t pound (American money), anything that is a substitute 
in tho legitimate sense will not be cheap. 


But the situation is further complicated by the shortage of shipping and by 
embargoes which limit the quantity that can be sold abroad. 
This is a tempo 
rary war situation, however. 
The beemen are looking into the future for the 
maintenance of steady markets through standard brands. 


The honey producing industry in California is generally agreed to bo in its 
infancy so far as tho possibilities are concerned. 
It is the tremendous range of 
mountain area, where sago and other honey-producing plants are found, which 
gives California such n groat advantage and which will, in the opinion of pro 
duoers, put the state very far in the lead of all other states in the future. 
It is 
an industry worthy of the attention of thinking business men, and it is a fact 
that big men are being more and more attracted to it each year.—Los Angeles 
Times.

Sergeant Virgil Bonham, eldost son • 
of Mr. and Mrs. James Bonham of W. 
Badillo street, says in a letter' this week 
that the heavy bombardment where he 
is stationed makes it just about im­ 
possible to sit and write, or to shave 
with any success. 
This has been going 
on for weeks, ho says. 


Bonham went over in 1917 as a volun­ 
teer with tho eighth regiment, 119th 
enginer corps, made up of Pacific coast 
railroad mon, contractors, and artisans. 
His work in civil life of making and 
laying cencreto, and his ability to han­ 
dle a gang of men put him into valu­ 
able work at once. 
In his recent let­ 
ter, ho speaks of handling 300 men on 
a construction job, most of them being 
French civilians and German prisoners. 
The work is a part of 
tho 
American 
transportation system, both in steam 
railroads 
and in 
macadam 
highways. 
The Covina man has been working in al­ 
most constant danger for more than a 
year, although he has not mentioned 
the fact. 


Joseph Timmons, well known writer 
for tho Los Angeles Examiner, recently 
gave his newspapor an oxtended article 
from France, dealing with tho particu­ 
lar regiment of which Bonham 
is a 
member. 
He says: 


BIG OBSTACLES OVERCOME 
In the beginning they had but little 
equipment and but a small beginning on 
tho piling and tho lumber and tho ce 
nient of which tho dock was to bo built. 
The organization must bo formed, the 
eq.uipmont and tho materials brought 
in, 
and progress soemed slow for 
considerabe time while the foundation 
was being laid. 


Tho cngincors worked 
intelligently 
and pntiently and presently after sov 
oral months they had tho equipmeut, 
largely furnished by an Amorican con 
trading firm operating under their dir 
•ectiou. 
They had a considerable nuin 
lior of civilian laborers from tho Unitoi 
Statos, which did not prove satisfactory 
under military conditions, and they had 
some American labor battalions, Frond: 
«nd Chinese Boldiers and a lot of Ger­ 
man prisoners furnished them by the 
French and British armies. 


Piling begun to arrive . from South 
America and lumber from tho Amorican 
mills operated by tho two splendidly 
eftlctoikt forestry 
regiments, and ac­ 
tual construction begun to get under 
"way. In pructicully four months from 
the time tho work ou 
that 
marshy 
waterfront really began tho dock itself 
was completed aud ships wore tying up 
to It and discharging their loads of sol­ 
diers and equipment 
and food sup­ 


plies. 
European engineers had declar 
ed with dubious shaking of the head 
that the project would require throe 
years for completion. 


Many amusing 
but 
heartbreaking 
things occurred during the four months. 
For instance, for use in a particular 
placo some piles seventy-five feet long 
were needed and they were requisitiond 
and started from Oregon, the kind of 
piling these engineers wanted. 
They 
were shipped overland, and arrived at 
New 
York 
all right. 
There it was 
found they would not go into the hold 
of tho ship that was to bring them. 


"That's easy, saw 'em in two", or 
dered an officer on duty there. 
And 
sawed in two they were, and when they 
arrived hero in lengths 37 feet there 
was some tall swearing done. 


Five million feet of lumber wont into 
this one dock. 
Ton ships can find borth 
at it at once, ships of an average length 
of 420 feet. 
Tho same terminal serves 
an adjacent French dock where seven 
ships may unload at onco. With tho 
facilities provided it requires but an 
average of seven days to unload these 
ships, carrying miscellaneous 
cargoos 
of equipment and suplics of all sorts. 


Tho face of the dock, built on 10,000 
piles, is of wood, and on it are four 
railroad tracks, loading tracks. 
Trains 
of cars aro run out on them and are 
loaded direct from tho holds of 
the 
ships. 
Eight electric cranes have boon 
erected, and thoso and the ships' tackle 
make quick work 
of 
tho 
unloading. 
Back of this wooden wharf there is a 
concrete flooring the entire length of 
4200 foot, on which are built ware­ 
houses 
in a sories, each 210 foot long 
by 74 foot wide, and with open storage 
spaces between. 
If cars aro not 
at 
hand goods are unloaded into these for 
tomporary storage. 


On tho land sido of this series thoro 
are throe depressed tracks, that bring 
tho car floors level with tho warehouse 
floors, and on tho opposito side of the 
doprosaod tracks a company of tho en­ 
gineers are now building the "daddy" 
of all warehouses, 11H foot wide 
and 
3000 feet long, and on the far side of 
it another detachment of tho engineers 
aro putting another sot of depressed 
trucks. 


All this lius been so well done, and is 
being so well itono„ that new orders 
have 
just 
oomo 
in 
assigning 
these 
engineers to tho task of building ano­ 
ther dock nonrly "fifty per tout larger 
than this one. 
With\ equipment 
at 
hand and n» ample supply of lunibor and 
cement in reserve for the beginning at 
least, this job will be undor way with

GOVERNMENT TELEPHONE CONTROL 
HAS RADICAL EFFECT ON CHARGES 


Under what practically amounts to 
an indefinite lease of the property, the 
Home Telephone Company of Covina is 
being operated by the United States 
government, as n war measure, nnd 
under an act recently passed by con­ 
gress. 


Radical a.« this step can be said to 
be, it has not disturbed in any visible 
manner the operation of the business, 
and Manager Frank H. Wright said 
this week that up until the present 
time the company has been able to car­ 
ry on business without any friction 
coming from any misunderstandings of 
the orders from the government. 


There have, however, been some very 
important orders received and put into 
force relative to the charge for certain 
portions of the service. In Bulletin Xo. 
5, from Postmaster 
Burleson, 
under 
whose supervision all the telephone and 
telegraph companies are now operat­ 
ing, it says: 


Owing to the necessity for conserv­ 
ing labor and material and to eliminate 
a cost which ia now borne by the per­ 
manent user of tho telephone, a readi­ 
ness to sene, or installation charge, 
will be made on and after September 1 
for all new installations, also a charge 
for all changes in locations of tele­ 
phones. Where the rate is two dollars 
per month or less, the charge will here­ 
after'be $5.00 for installation; where 
the rate is more than two dollars, not 
exceeding four dollars, the installation 
charge will be $10; where the rate is 
more than four dollars the installation 
charge will be $15. The moving charge 
to tho subscriber will be the actual 
cost of labor and material necessary 
for making the change. 


In another bulletin the postmaster 
general says that all extensions and 
betterments must be confined to im 
perative and unavoidable work to meet 
•war requirements and the vital com-

mercial needs of the country. 


Manager Wright says that the re­ 
strictions on tho installing of new tele­ 
phones are such that every applicant 
must be questioned closely as to just 
what utilization is to be made of the 
tedephone. It is no longer possible to 
install a telephone merely for pleasure, 
or for strictly residential uses. 
All 
telephones must vitally cotributc either 
to war work or to absolutely essential 
business. 


Instructions 
have 
been 
received 
which allow the ordinary trend of the 
company's business to go on as before, 
such as the pay-roll, the" employing or 
discharging of employes, and matters J 
pertaining to general operation. 
This 
may be changed at any time, Manager 
Wright says. But at present the most 
significant 
change 
under 
government 
ruling relates to telephone installation, 
chaonges in location, and that part of 
the business known as "readiness to 
serve." 


This "readiness to serve" includes 
the fact that all telephone companies 
have many miles of cable and wire and 
operating devices that are not actually 
in use, but which are waiting for the 
call of the new subscriber and also to 
take cifrc of the floating, or transient 
subscriber. This item alone is a huge 
one in the telephone business, and in 
the installation and change of location 
charges the government is taking care 
of this large amoutn of dead property 
by including its cost when the phones 
are installed or changed. 
The local 
company has asm uch as a thousand 
miles of wire that conies under the 
hend of "readiness to serve." 


Other radical orders are expected 
It is quite possible that all telegraph 
offices will be placed in postofficcs in 
large cities, and that the telegraph 
messenger service and tho special de­ 
livery service will be combined.

PIONEER GROWER 
AND PACKER CALLED 


A citizen who had much, to do with 
the early life of the citrus industry in 
the Covina valley, and who was well 
known by a very large number of peo­ 
ple, passed away on Saturday at La- 
gun a Beach, in the person of Frederick 
W. Sherwood. He was 57 years old. 
For about a year he had been suffering 
from heart trouble. The funeral was 
held in Covina on Tuesday 
of 
this 
week, and burial was made in Oakdale 
cemetery. 


Mr. Sherwood was for years actively 
identified 
with the citrus 
industry, 
having charge of packing houses, and 
in earlier years planting a large amount 
. of acreage here. He owned extensive 
orchard property here and in Riverside 
at one time. At tho time of his death 
his home was in Glendora, whoro his 
family lived, but ho had taken charge 
of a ranch at Laguna, where he died 
suddenly from an attack of the heart 
In past years ho was connected with 
the Fay Fruit Company, joining their 
force of packing men in 1898. For yoars 
he handled all the fruit from Covina 
for this company. He was a director in 
the Covina Mutual Building Associa 
tion, and a member of the loan com 
mittod of that, company. 


Of English parentage, he was born 
in Yorkshire, England, June 14, 1861 
His education was received mainly at 
Gainford academy and Cleveland col 
lege, Darlington. After leaving college 
he waa for some time employed as 
junior and later a senior clerk in the] 
Darlington bank. He came to Amorica 
in 1883,^ first settling in Napa City, 
California, where he engaged in fruit 
growing for a number of years. 
In 
1888 he settled in Southern California, 
coming to Covina in 1890. He was a 
member of the Episcopal church of Co­ 
vina. 


By his marriage to Miss Alice K. 
Wilkins of Yorkshire, 
England, tho 
following children, together with his 
wife, are left to mourn him: Harold 
R. L., Cyril V. S., Murial E., and 
Gwendolen 
A., John 
and Elizabeth 
Sherwood. A sister, Miss Honnie Sher­ 
wood of Yorkshire, England, and a 
half-brother, Charles Herring, of the 
same place, survive him ,and there are 
relatives also living in Oakland.
